Says Shingles Act 
To Reduce Fires 


Statistics kept by Fire Chief H. 
F. Hemphill of. Marshalltown, 
Iowa, show that use of fire-resis- 
tant roofing leads to a driect re- 
duction in the number of fires .in 
homes and other buildings. ‘ 


‘Firemen answered 40 calls dur- 
ing 1947 when sparks from defec- 
tive chimneys endangered Mar- 
shalltown homes. In the 15 in- 
stances in which house roofs were 
covered With flammable roofing, 
fires’ resulted. In the 25 cases in 
which -houses had fire-resistant 
roofs, nothing happened. : 

Marshalltown’s building code, 
like building-codes in more than 
600 other towns and cities, re- 

* q @. 
quires the use of fire-resistant 
roofing such as asphalt shingles. 
In.the Iowa city, it is mandatory 
to re-roof with fire-resistant roof- 
ing after any roof fire, no matter 
how small. 


Before fire-resistant shingles 
were required, the fire department 
was called to as many as 90 roof 
fires a year. In recent years, there 
have been as few as 17.
